South African republic. In ordinary 
circumstances, as Great Britain is 
the government making the demands, 
she would be the dispatcher of the 
ultimatum; and the fact that the 
Boers are taking the initiative is re- 
garded as increasing the hopelessness 
of averting war. 


THE BOER DEMANDS. 


The Transvaal ultimatum, which is 


signed by F. W. Reitz, the secretary 
of state, concludes as follows: 


''Her majesty's unlawful interven- 


tion in the internal affairs of this re- 
public in conflict with the London 
convention of 1894 by the extraor- 
dinary strengthening of her troops 
in the neighborhood of the borders of 
this republic, has caused an intoler- 
able condition of things to arise, to 
which this government feels itself 
obliged, in the interests not only of 
this republic but also of all South 
Africa, to make an end as soon as 
possible; and this government feels 
itself called upon and obliged to 
pr.ess earnestly, and with emphasis, 
for an immediate termination of this 
state of things and to request her 
majesty's government to give assur- 
ances Upon the following four de- 
mands: 


"First—That all points of mutual 


differences be regulated by friendly 
recourse to arbitration or by what- 
ever amicable way may be agreed up- 
on by this government and her ma- 
jesty's government. 


"Second—That all troops on the 


borders of this republic shall be in- 
stantly withdrawn. 


"Third—That all reinforcements of 


troops which have arrived in South 
Africa since June 1, 1899, shall be 
removed from South Africa within a 
reasonable time to be agreed upon 
with this government and with the 
mutual assurance and guarantee on 
the part of this government that no 
attack upon or hostilities against any 
portion of the possessions of the Brit- 
ich government shall be made by 
this republic during the further nego- 
tiations within a period of time to be 
subsequently agreed upon by the gov- 
ernments; and this government will, 
on compliance therewith, be pre- 
pared to withdraw the armed burgh- 
ers of this republic from the borders. 


"Fourth—That her majesty's troops 


which are now on the high seas shall 
not be landed in any part of South 
Africa." 


THE TIME LIMIT. 


To these demands is appended the 


definition of the time limit for a re- 
ply: 


"This government presses for an 


immediate and affirmative answer to 
these four questions and earnestly 
requests her majesty's government 
to return an answer before or upon 
Wednesday, Oct. 11, 1899, not later 
than 5 o'clock p. m. 


"It desires further to add that in 


the unexpected event of an answer 
not satisfactory being received by it 
within the interval, it will, with 
great regret, be compelled to regard 
the action of her majesty's govern- 
ment as a declaration of war, and will 
not hold itself responsible for the 
consequences thereof, and that, in the 
event of any further movement of 
troops occurring within the above 
mentioned time in a nearer direction 
than our boarders, this government 
•will be compelled to regard that also 
a formal declaration of war. 


"I have the honor to be, respect- 


fully yours, 


"F. W. Reitz, State Secretary." 


Apart from this, the news tends to 


show that so long- as the Boers re- 
main inactive Great Britain will con- 
tinue to adhere to present persuasive 
methods. 


OILED THE WATERS. 


The speech of the duke of Devon- 


shire, lord president of the council 
of ministers, at Sheffield yesterday, 
contains nothing to confirm the as- 
sertion made by the jingo press that 
the final proposals of the British gov- 
ernment will contain sweeping agres- 
sive schemes, and to this extent it 
has oiled the waters. The peace party 
even deduces from the duke's utter- 
ances that a reformulation of Presi- 
dent Kruger's pioposals of a five- 
year franchise, minus the suzerainty 
proviso, would lead to such negotia- 
tions as would ensure peace. 


It is understood, from the mo'-e- 


ments of ministers and the activity 
in the government offices, that im- 
portant developments are imminent, 
although whether they are peaceful 
or warlike remains an enigma. The 
officials at the colonial office worked 
all night and Mr. Chamberlain ar- 
rived there this morning. 


In some quarters it is intimated 


that the government has received no- 
tification of the Boer ultimatum and 
are relieved in consequence, as the 
government considers that the Boers 
are now placed in a position of hav- 
ing forced on war. 


WAR SPIRIT HIGH. 


Whatever official feeling may be, 


there is no mistaking the significance 
of the great manifestation, combined 
with war spirit, of imperial solidar- 
ity that occurred in the streets of 
London this morning when the New 
South Wales lancers traversed the 
city to embark for South Africa. 
Tens of thousands asembled to do 
homage to the little handful of sol- 
diers representing the empire's loy- 
alty. 


From the arrival of the squadron 


at Waterloo station to the embarka- 
tion on the railway train at Fen- 
church street station 
tumultuous 


scenes of wild enthusiasm marked 
the route traversed. 


A FRENZIED WELCOME. 


The bands were allowed to play 


nothing but "Soldiers of the Queen," 
"Rule Britannia," and "'God Save 
the 
Queen," in which the dense 


crowds joined. 
It is doubtful if 


such a frenzied welcome was ever be- 
fore witnessed in London. 
There 


was an incessant roar of cheers and 
song until th« Mansion house, the 
official residence of tire lord mayor of 
London, was reached. Here traffic 
was completely blocked by the surg- 
ing throngs, and it was only with 
the greatest difficulty that the lord 
mayor, Sir John Voce Moore, in the 
full robes of office, restrained the 
singing 
and 
vociferous 
cheering 


while he addressed the colonial 
troops, wishing them Godspeed and 
expressing the interest of the coun- 
try in their heroic determination to 
assist in asserting imperial author- 
ity in South Africa. 
Sir John 


Moore said: 


'I hope there will not be war; but 


the necessities of the moment require 
a demonstration of authority." 


An inspiring scene closed with the 


singing of the national anthem, the 
lord mayor leading.

tion of the same body on the beach 
at Quaiautiue station, Staten Island. 
John Heineman, twelve years old, | 
while walking along the beach at 
quarantine at 7 o'clock this morning, 
picked up a package wrapped in 
newspapers and Manila wrapping pa- 
per. 
He opened it and found a piece 


of a woman's body from the waist to I 
the neck. He reported the find to Dr. 
Doty, the state health officer, who I 
made an investigation and reported 
that the flesh seemed quite fresh and 
nad been in the water but a short 
time. 
There was a cut about two 


nches long over the right breast, but 
this was merely a flesh wound and 
Dr. Doty said did not indicate the 
cause of death. 


The cuts in the neck are jagged, 


showing that the head had probably 
been hacked off and the arms had 
been cut off close to the shoulders in 
a clumsy manner. 


The police were notified and took 


charge of the find at once, and re- 
moved it to police headquarters, 
whence it was taken to the morgue 
for comparison with the parts of a 
woman's body already there. 


The parts of the body now missing 


are the head, the arms and the legs, 
from above the knees down and the 
right thigh, which was found, but 
carted off to the city dumps. 


A name that looks like ''J. J. Neu- 


man" and the laundry mark "J. J. 
N., 183," were discovered this morn- 
in on one of the white skirts in a 
bundle of clothing found in the base- 
ment of 219 West Fifteenth street. 
This house is next door to the area- 
way in which stood the ash can 
where the right thigh of the murder- 
ed woman was found. 


The letters forming the name are 


not distinct. They are partly washed 
out and a little blurred. 
The "J. J. 


N." of the laundry mark is distinct, 
however, and is expected to lead to 
the identification of the owner. It 
will then be easy to learn whether 
or not she was connected in any way 
with the crime. 


Chief Detective McClusky said this 


morning that the case was a com- 
plete a mystery as ever; that no point 
which would go toward establishing 
identiification had been made and 
thfat was the first thing necessary. 


It was true, he said, that a num-

The old Wabash round house, 


which stood in the yards midway be- 
tween Calhouu street and Fairfield 
avenue, was completely destroyed by 
fire this afternoon, together with all 
the contents. The fire started in the 
roof at 2:20 o'clock and was an insig- 
nificant blaze when first discovered. 
But the wind was blowing a perfect 
gale,' fanning the flames into a 
frenzy and iii a very few minutes 
they had spread over the entire r^of, 
which soon fell in, setting fire to all 
the inflammable material within th« 
building. The building was not used 
as a place for housing engines, it 
being entirely too small for the mod- 
ern locomotive, and served as store 
room for supplies used in repairing 
cars and locomotives, for the storage 
of oil and for a "hospital" in which 
all the engine tanks were repaired. 


The company had recently taken in 


a lot of oil and there were in the 
building besides several tanks and 
engine frames, which were more 01 
less damaged. The loss to the build- 
ing and contents will approximate 
88.000. 


HARD FIRE TO FIGHT. 


The flames from the beginning 


were masters of the fire laddies, who 
found it impossible to get close 
enough to the building to send 
streams onto the seething roof. The 
building was old. the walls were 
cracked and frequent warnings were 
given by employes of the Wabash fci 
the firemen not to get too close, as 
the walls might fall at any monent. 
After the immense roof had fallen 
inside the walls several streams vrere 
forced over the outer walls, but so 
inflammable was most of the mate- 
rial that it was impossible to mak« 
any headway against the blaze. Chief 
Hilbrecht 
knew that 
everything 


within the round house was doomed 
and ordered two or three companies 
to save the homes on Chicago, Baker 
and Brackenridge streets. The dam- 
age to a dozen or more homes will 
range from $25 to $250. Not in yeais 
has there been a fire where the heat 
was so intense and the progress of 
flames moie rapid. 
In less than 


twenty minutes thousands of pcopl" 
had congregated on all the near-by 
streets, but all except the fivei.ien 
were kept a square away by the U^at. 
None of the other Wabash buildings 
were affected by the heat or the 
flames. 


ADJACENT HOUSES FIRED. 
The fierce heat from the burning 


building set fire to a number of 
louses and barns on Chicago, Baker 
and Brackenridge streets, a strong 
wind from the south and southwest I 
-strrying cinders for several blocks. 
A general alarm was turned in and 
lie engines and hose carts were 
•lessed into service to prevent a con- 
flagration. 
Impromptu fire com- 


panies were recruited 
from 
the 


crowds and these men and women 
did excellent service in preventing a 
spread of the flames until the arrival 
of the department.

Washington, Oct. 10. -Piesident 


McKinley proposes to turn to his per- 
sonal and party account vast conces- 
sions which are to be made to the 
Catholic church in the Philippines. 
The administration intends to an- 
nounce iu time for election purposes 
that church property in the Philip- 
pines to the estimated value of $20,- 
000.000 has been turned over to 
Archbishop Chapelle as trustee for 
the various bishoprics which are to 
be formed under his administration. 


The ostensible benefit and appar- 


ent enormous advantage of such a 
disposition of the property to the 
Catholic church lies in the fact that 
all of it before the American occupa- 
tion of the islands was vested in the 
crown of Spain and passed with the 
archipelago into possession of the 
United States. 


Archbishop 
Chapelle, 
through 


whom the property is to be restored 
to the church, was recently appoint- 
ed apostolic delegate. The president 
does not recognize Archbishop Cha- 
pelle in his cajacity as a representa- 
tive of the Vatican, but he can recog- 
nize him as a representative of the 
Catholic church of the United States, 
of which the Philippines form a part 
until otherwis decided by congress. 


The final details of the intricate 


problem of the transfer of this prop- 
erty are now under consideration at 
the war department. 
There is no 


doubt, however, that the transfer will 
be made to Archbishop Chapelle as 
trustee for administration under the 
customs of the Catholic church of this 
country.

A BOER ULTIMATUM. 


Great Britain Must Withdraw Her 


Troops from Transvaal Border 


at Once or She Must Fight. 


TIME LIMIT 5 O'CLOCK WEDNESDAY. 


London, Oct. 10.—It is believed that 


the last hope peace is practically 
gone. 
The Transvaal government 


has sent an ultimatum to Great Brit- 
ain demanding the withdrawal of 
British forces from the border and 
setting 5 o'clock Wednesday after- 
noon as the time when, if the de- 
mands are not complied with or if 
further troops are landed, it will be 
considered that Great Britain has 
committed an act of war against the 
South African republic. 
In ordinary 


circumstances, as Great Britain is 
the government making the demands, 
she would be the dispatcher of the 
ultimatum; and the fact that the 
Boers are taking the initiative is re- 
garded as increasing the hopelessness 
of averting war. 


THE BOER DEMANDS. 


The Transvaal ultimatum, which is 


signed by F. W. Reitz, the secretary 
of state, concludes as follows: 


"Her majesty's unlawful interven- 


tion in the internal affairs of this re- 
public in conflict with the London 
convention of 1894 by the extraor- 
dinary strengthening of her troops 
in the neighborhood of the borders of 
this republic, has caused an intoler- 
able condition of things to arise, to 
which this government feels Itself 
obliged, in the interests not only of 
this republic but also of all South 
Africa, to make an end as soon as 
possible; and this government feels 
itself called upon and obliged to 
press earnestly, and with emphasis, 
for an immediate termination of this 
stnte of things and to request her 
majesty's government to give assur- 
ances upon the following four de- 
mands: 


"First—That nil points of mutual 


differences be regulated by friendly 
recourse to arbitration or by what- 
ever amicable way may be agreed up- 
on by this government and her ma- 
jesty's government. 


"Second—That all troops on the 


borders of this republic shall be in- 
stantly withdrawn. 


"Third—That all reinforcements of 


troops which have arrived in South 
Africa since June 1, 1899, shall be 
removed from South Africa within a 
reasonable time to be agreed upon 
with this government and with the 
mutual assurance and guarantee on 
the part of this government that no 
attack upon or hostilities against any 
portion of the possessions of the Brit- 
ich' government shall be made by 
this republic during the further nego- 
tiations within a period of time to be 
subsequently agreed upon by the gov- 
ernments; and this government will, 
on compliance therewith, 
be pre- 


pared to withdraw the armed burgh- 
ers of this republic from the borders. 
. "Fourth—That her majesty's troops 
which are now on the high seas shall 
not be landed in any part of South 
Africa." 


THE TIME LIMIT. 


To these demands is appended the 


definition of the time limit for a re- 
ply: 


"This government presses for an 


immediate and affirmative answer to 
these four questions > and earnestly 
requests her majesty's government 
to return ah answer before or upon 
Wednesday, Oct. 11, 1899, not later 
than 5 o'clock p. m. 


"It desires further to add that in 


the unexpected event of an answer 
iiot satisfactory being received by it 
within the interval, it will, with 
great regret, be compelled to regard 
the action of her majesty's govern- 
ment as a declaration of war, and will 
not hold .Itself responsible for the 
consequences thereof, and that, in the 
event of any further movement of 
troops occurring within the above 
mentioned time in a nearer direction 
than our boarders, this government 
will be compelled to regard that also 
a formal declaration of war.

THE LOSS UNKNOWN DOT VERY HEAVY, 


The old Wabash round house, 


which stood in the yards midway be- 
;ween Calhouii street and Fairfield 
avenue, was completely destroyed by 
Ire this afternoon, together with all 
the contents. The fire started in the 
roof at 2:20 o'clock and was an insig- 
nificant blaze when first discovered.

It is 
presumed that the official who gets 
$20,000 per month is just as much 
affected by age as the man who gets 
only $45. It is also thought that 
the man who gets $20,OOO per month 
should be looked after very carefully 
by the stockholders, and that the eye 
and ear examiner and the man with 
the brain registerer should call upon 
these people before going to the sec- 
tion gang. If the age limit and the 
eye and ear inspections were applied 
to the transportation departments of 
some of the big roads there would be 
untold consternation, and 
efforts 


would be made to prove that the in- 
spectors were a useless commodity 
and an unnecessary bill of expense. 
It is only natural to presume that old 
age in a section man is not near so 
detrimental to the business of the 
road as senility on the part of a man- 
ager who gets 8130,000 a year to make 
the road a "success.

ought to be worth just as much as 
good muscle and-be just as import- 
ant, but. as a prominent railroad man 
says, "it's money that talks and the 
tie tamper has not got the stuff."

He says: "In my 
opinion it is not practical because 
of the difference in the length of 
service, character of service, method 
nnd the times of employing men en- 
gaged in the work.
